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Ex-Smokers Sleep Better

EX-SMOKERS 
SLEEP BETTER 
When heavy smokers quit cig¬ 
arettes, some benefits come fast. 
Like sleeping better. 

Recent research at the U.C.L.A. 
Medical Center is Los Angeles in¬ 
dicates that heavy smokers dream 
very little and seldom achieve 
deep sleep. Their sleep patterns, 
which are measured by the activi¬ 
ty of their brain waves, improve 
markedly a few days after they 
quit smoking, though. Immediate¬ 
ly after kicking the habit, ox- 
smokers may dream excessively 
and have nightmares. But within 
several days, their sleep patterns 
were the same as nonsmokers. 

Deep-dream deprivation causes 
irritation, emotional stress, and 
fatigue. Dreams — in some way 
not yet understood — seem to be 


intense experience. 

Dreams usually occur during 
sleep at regular intervals, about 
every 90 minutes. The electrical 
waves of the brain became as ac¬ 
tive as when the sleeper is fully 
awake. These periods — called 
REM sleep because of the rapid 
eye movements that take place — 
last for 20 to 30 minutes at a 
stretch. Smoking interferes with 
the onset of these periods. 

Cigarettes are not the only 
dream-suppressants. So are most 
sleeping pills. Though the ads 
promise sweet dreams, chemicals 
in the pills inhibit dreaming. 

Better sleep is only one of the 
benefits of quitting smoking. 
Kicking the habit is essential for 
better — longer — living. Ask 
your local tuberculosis and res¬ 
piratory disease association for 
more facts about smoking. It’s a 
matter of life and breath.

MOWING THE LAWN 

The most prolific native crop 
right now, says Jim Cassidy of 
the Mass. Dept, of Agriculture, 
is your own lawn, and the peren¬ 
nial question is how best to han¬ 
dle the growth. 

If your grass has grown a half 
inch it is time to mow, says Cas¬ 
sidy. Frequency of cutting should 
he determined by the amount of 
growth, rather than a fixed 
schedule. At this time of year 
when growth is rapid, one may 
'have to mow as often as twice a 
week. Grass should be cut to a 
height of 1 Ms to 2 inches, which 
allows enough top growth to pro¬ 
duce food to maintain the plant,

He also said veterans with ac¬ 
tive VA insurance policies may 
use the monthly deduction met'nod. 
to repay loans on their policies. 

Veterans who wish to have in¬ 
surance premiums withheld from 
their monthly benefit cheeks 
should request VA Form 29-888 
from their nearest VA office. The 
completed form should be for¬ 
warded to the VA office where 
premiums are paid. 

The VA Administrator add 2 d 
that veterans who draw retire¬ 
ment pay from the military serv¬ 
ices also may have VA insurance 
premiums deducted from their 
checks, but explained that tech¬ 
nically they cannot repay policy 
loans through this method. 

To switch to the deduction 
method, military .retirees should 
request their finance offices to 
withhold VA insurance premiums 
and send .them directly to the VA. 

Both military retirees and vet¬ 
erans who draw benefit checks 
from the first deduction is to be 
made by the VA, Johnson ex¬ 
plained. 


The Veterans Administration 
suggests that G.I. insurance pol¬ 
icyholders who receive VA com¬ 
pensation or pension payments 
may want to consider having 
their insurance premiums deduct¬ 
ed from their monthly checks. 

In making that suggestion, Ad¬ 
ministrator of Veterans Affairs 
Donald E. Johnson said about a 
quarter of a million veterans al¬ 
ready pay their insurance premi¬ 
ums this way. 

He pointed out that in order to 
use this convenient method, the 
veterans monthly benefit check 
must be equal (to or greater than 
the premium to be paid. 

One of the advantages of the 
deduction method is that pay¬ 
ments of premiums are auto¬ 
matic, reducing the likelihood 
that the insurance will lapse. 

Other advantages are .that the 
veteran saves time, check or mon¬ 
ey order costs, and postage, and 
it costs the government less to 
process, Johnson explained.
